The Subcommittee on the Assassination of 
John F. Kennedy held a hearing April 1, in closed 
session per the witness' request. The full Committee 
met April 6 to conduct Committee business. Another 
business meeting was held April 18; also, briefings 
on the latest findings in. each investigation were 
given. The Committee met again April 20, to conduct 
business and to issue subpoenaes. Investigations 
in both cases continued in the field, although still 
limited by temporary funding limitations. A resolu- 
tion providing funds for the Committee for the 1st 
Session of the 95th Congress was approved by the House 
of Representatives on the 28th of April. 

The Committee's investigative efforts will 
be accelerated in May; the search for a new chief 
counsel continues.
